Wisconsin troops work

164 guardsmen mentor trainers 
to mold future fighting force

YAVORIV, UKRAINE - On the day the U.S. 
Senate acquitted President Donald Trump of 
abuse of power in withholding American mili- 
tary aid to Ukraine in return for a personal favor, 
a Wisconsin National Guard unit deployed to this 
country calmly went about its business. 

Seven time zones and 4,600 miles from Wash- 
ington, D.C., 164 Wisconsin guardsmen were 
busy mentoring Ukrainian military trainers try- 
ing to mold troops into a fighting force battling a 
Russian-backed insurgency. More than 13,000 
people have died in eastern Ukraine since the 
war began in 2014 following Russia’s invasion 
and annexation of Crimea. 

The United States accounts for 90% of foreign 
military aid in Ukraine and the $391 million de- 
layed last summer by the Trump administration 
is spent on a wide range of weapons and equip- 
ment as well as a training center in this small 
community less than 15 miles from the Polish 
border.

Training Centre on Halloween and formally took 
over command on Veterans Day. The Wisconsin 
troops are working closely with soldiers from 
several other countries including Canada, Po- 
land and Lithuania.

Sanders fought for Democratic front-runner status 
Tuesday night as New Hampshire’s first-in-the- 
nation primary began to cull the crowded field, bring- 
ing at least some clarity to a presidential nomination 
fight marred so far by dysfunction and doubt. 

Sanders held a small lead over Pete Buttigieg and 
Amy Klobuchar as results were coming in.

MADISON - Tens of thousands of Wisconsin ab- 
sentee voters will soon receive not one but two bal- 
lots to use in the spring election, laying the ground- 
work for potential confusion. 

Election officials are sending absentee voters two 
ballots for the spring contest because state law re- 
quires ballots for federal races to be mailed 47 days 
before the election. Under that law, absentee ballots
